PERMANENT FUNDS. 


The remarks of Mactron ina late number of the Bos- 
ton Recorder on the subject of endow ing religious and char- 
itable institutions with permanent funds are, in mv nag 
very judicious, and deserving of serious consideration, I “t 
have, too, peculiar foree with reference toan institation like 
the American Temperance Society. hat such a measure 
is by no means approved by the friends of the Society and 
the benevolent public generally, may be inferred from the 
fact that after about four years employed ‘in endeave ing 
to gather twenty thousand “dollars”? for that object, the So- 
ciety has failed to complete that sum hy a deficit of, T be- 
lieve, several thousand dollars. Of the amount which was 
early subscribed towards if, as appears by the Society's first 
annual report, (Newember, 1827) six thousand dothurs was 
subseribed by eleven individuals only, and the subscriptions 
have gradually declined, so that, as is seen in the third an- 
nual report, (December, 1829) the receipts during that year 
were “only a few hundred dollars.”* 

That the establishing of a permanent fund is not general- 
ly approved, we have further the testimony of the A. T. 
S. iself in the following extract from tts second apnual re- 

art donde &) 

“The Treasurer’s report ehews that the permanent fund 
for the support of a Secretary ts net completed. Your Com- 
mittee regret that distrust of permanent fun {s indiserem inate 
lv is entertamed by benevolent men m great numbers, wid 
this too by persons of intelligence and wisdotw Io this 
cause is to be attributed the filore of our attempts fill up 
the fund the past year; as we confidently hoped would have 
been done without difficulty Our time and limits will net 
permit us Lo investigate the sulyeet invelved io the question, 
We cheerfully concede to our brethren the liberty of he- 
stowing their bounty in’ their own way. Moreover, in an 
enterpree like that of this Society, where the attainment of 
its objects requires the approbation and support of every 
moral and pions man, we ought to viellour own judgment on 
smaller points, te the opinion and choice of the benevolent 
public. Phis course we would now recommend to the Soct- 
if we were not fully persnaded that the benefits arising 
from a permanent fund in this case, will be found hy expe-

} DIFFUSION OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 

The relative political and commercial condition 

| of nations at the present moment affords several 

| special grounds of reasoning, on which the exten- 
sion of Christianity may be anticipated asa prob- 
able event. Among topics of this class may 


| be named that of the diffusion of the English lan- | 


guage—the language which, beyond compuri- 
j son with any other, Is spreading and running 
through all the earth, and whieh, by the com- 
} merce and enterprise of two independent and 
| powerful States, is colonizing the shores of every 
| sea ;—-this language, noW pouring itself over all 
the waste places of the eurth, is the principal 
| nbdlen of Christian truth and feeling, and is 
| rich in every means of Christian instruction, and 
| is fraught with religious sentiment, in all kinds, 
adapted to the taste of the philosopher, the cotta- 
ger, and the infant. Almost apart, therefore, from 
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| Missionary labour, the spread of this language in- 
| sures the spread of the religion of the Bible. The 
| doctrine is entwined with the language, and ean 
hardly be disjoined. If the two expansive prin 
ciples of colonization and commercial enterprise, 
once diffused the language and religion of Greece 
completely around every sea known to ancient 
| navigation, it is now much more probable that 
the same principles of diffusion will carry En- 
| glish institutions, and English opinions, into every 
climate. 

But in calculations or speculations of this sort, 
merely secular as they are, much less is ineluded 
i than truly belongs to the question at issue. Not 
to assume the truth of Christianity, and not to 
argue on the ground of its divine excellence, and 
not to confide in those prospective declarations, 
the certainty of which las been attested beyond 
possibility of doubt, is not only to grope in the 
dark when we might walk in the light of noon, 
but to exclude from our calculations the very facts 
of most significance in its determination. To es 
timate fairly the probability of the universal tri 
umph of true religion, another method must be 
pursued, in which the existing condition of the 
Christian Church is to be contemplated with « 
Christian feeling. When thus viewed it will ap- 
pear that a promise of a new kind is now bursting 
from the bud; and the inference may confidently 
be drawn that—* summer is nigh.” [ Hist. Enth.

LETTER FROM Mr. KING 
Extract ofa letter from the Rev. Jonas King, to the 
Corsesponding Secretary of the American Bible So 
ciety, dated island of Tenos, (Greece,) Nov. 21, 1829. 
I borrowed of Dr. Korck a large quantity of New Testa- 
ments, to be returned him, or placed to my account with 
the Bible Society. Of these I have distributed, since com- 
ing to this place in month of June, 307 copies, (for the most 
part New Testaments,) of which number I eold 167. Those 
distributed gratuitously were for the most part placed in 
schools. Tn connexion with thi T must remark, that it ts 
not long since the impression existed among many in this 
island, and even now exists, I believe, among some, that it 
| i# wrong for the common people to read the word of God. 
I epeak of the Greek population, for the Roman Catholics 
here, a# in alinostevery other place, are always opposed to 
the distribution of the sacred Scriptures. Happily for me, 
when Tecame here I found a priest, who wae willing for a 
little compensation, to be employed in selling the New Tes- 
tament, and what he recommende, the people have no doubt 
is good. The employing of this priest was Uie more ne- 
cessary in this place, as the Roman Catholics endeavored 
to propagate the idea that my books contained freemasonry 
and latent poison, and even some of the Greeks began to 
| fear lest this might be the case, But their fears are at once 
| allayed, when they hear from the mouths of their own prieste 
that the Gospel which T distribute is the same ne their own. 
The bishop of the plice keeps rather at a distance from me, 
and neither aide nor opposes. From the number sold you 
will perceive there is come desive to possess the racred 
Scriptures. Should I distribute gratuitously to all who would 
receive, ny stores would soon be exhausted. I have just 
received a copy of Hilarion’s Translations ofthe New Tes- 
tament, printed by the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
in 1828, and have not had time to examine it very thor 
onghly 5 but from the liutle I have examined it, [cannot 
feel disposed to give it my approbation, or distribute it in 
this country. In the Epistle to the Romans, ii, 12, where 
we read, ** There is none that doeth good, no, nut one,”’ in 
the new tranelation of Hilarion it ia thus, ** There is no man 
that doeth good ,no,not scarcely one.”’ In Gal. iii, 1, the words 
* evidently set forth,’’ are co translated as possibly to lead 
some to suppore that pretures were in use in the church iv 
the tine of St. Paul. Tf the words were taken figuratively 
they would not be so objectionable, but they might be taken 
literally. Lmake thie remark, as I see by the late report 
of the American Bible Society, the subject of printing an 
edition of Hilarion’s New Testament was mentioned. The 
old translation which LT have been distributing is generale 
correct, but it contains many low worda and phrases. The 
language of Hilarion is much better, and eo far as T have 
heard any opinion expressed with regard to it, pleases the 
people But L think it 1 not always correct, and that it 
should be eo is the moat Important point. On a more thor 
ough examination DL may find less to correct than I now an 
} would also add, that the sanction of the Greek 
church, or the title-page of the New Testament, or the name 
of Hilarion, will, LE taney, be of very little consequence in 
That there should be a correct and elegant 
translation of the New Testament into Modern Greck ' 
extremely desirable.

“Tam happy to say, that the state of things in 
this place is more than usually interesting. Soon 
alter mv communication in Oct., | was called to at- 

| tend the funeral of the Deacon of the church, who 
was an active leading member, and one of the main 
| pillars. ‘The church felt the shock and betook 
themselves to prayer. At this funeral, a young 
man became deeply impressed with his situation 
and has since obtained hope. Soon alter auother 
young man, anda young woman whose impressions 
were of ionger standing, obtained hope in Clirist. 
Ou the first Sabbath in January, | passed the 
night with a respectable man who was hitherto 
| supposed to be a Universalist, together with his 
| wile and two sons, one of whom is in College, but 
whose only daughter is a pious member of the 
church. ‘This man f found shaken from his Uni- 
versalism ground—and the circumstance which had 
| been instrumental of it, he stated to be the fullow- 


ing.—Entering his favorite meeting one day, he 
was struck with the appearance of the congrega- 
tion, as being different from that of other worship- 
ping assemblies, with whom he had mingled, He 
saw none that he had any reason to think were re- 
| a! Christians, which caused him to refleet—** Can 
| these be the people of God ? and can this be the 
true gospel which they hear with so much _ pleas- 
jure?” It resulted in the conviction that the senti- 
| ments he had believed, could not be correct; and | 
found him now, anxious. How important, thought 
I, on hearing this, that Christians should always 
| avoid such meetings! Had this man seen two or 
| three Christians there, (and they frequently do at- 
tend from motives of curiosity,) that train of re- 
| flection which produced conviction, might have 
been prevented. ‘This man’s wife, and also their 
son, I found to be anxious, 

1 called upon another man who is also a Univer- 
salist (one dauughter of whom is a member of the 

| church, and another I found had just obtained 
hope) and conversed at some length. He remain- 
ed unyielding in his belief, buteandid. I called 
| upon a third, who was supposed to have the same 
belief and whose wife was deeply anxious. This 
man, apprehending [I might call, did not intend to 
see wie--but if he did, meant to defend himself by 
saying that his state was good enovgh—that he 
had as much religion as J, or any other man—but 
when conversed with, he had not much to say. 
| After Lleit the family, finding he had not answered 
his own expectations in the interview, he became 
perplexed and troubled, and by the next day was 
so distressed as to leave his business, and go in 
quest of some Christian for help. At a subsequent 

visit, [found him and his wife rejoicing in hope: 

| also, the man before mentioned who was anxious 
| —and, I had the privilege of kneeling by his side 
;at the family altar, and of hearing him offer a 
| prayer which [ trust came from a broken heart, 
although the expressions indieated that till very 
recently prayer had been to hima strange work. 
| Others still are known to be inquiring. Never did 
they prize the ministrations of the gospel so high- 
ly. hey are devising measures to raise a larger 
| amount for the support of preaching—and talk of 
setting apart each a portion of ground for raising 
| hemp, the avails of which, to be exclusively appro- 
priated to supporting the gospel.” 

It is grateful indeed, to learn, that any where, 
God is rising in his majesty to pnt down that er- 
ror which threatens to sweep over the whole length 
and breadth of the land, and bring multitudes to 

-eternalruin. It is peculiarly grateful to learn, that 
in Our waste pluces where this error most abounds, 
and brings forth its fruits in fearful luxuriance, the 

Holy Spirit meets it, with the language of old 

time—‘ hitherto shalt thou come, but no farther.’” 

The desolations of Zion, are to Universalism and 

its kindred doctrines and practices, what the ruins 

of Babylon are, tothe cormorant and the bittern, 
the owl and the raven, the wild beast of the des- 
art and the wild beast of the island, the satyr and 
the vulture—a place of rest—where all gather to- 
gether with their mates.

stations that ought to be occupied by missionaries, 

| require its charity the present year, and the funds

| gentleman in thie city who had made a donation towards 

erecting houses of worship in that new country, dated

Dear Sin,—In behalf of the session and trustees of the 
Sangamon church and congregation of Illinoia, I tender you 
our warmest thanks for your ind, unsolicited, disinterested 
and efficient aid in building our meeting house. Your pro- 
position thro’ Mr. E. must be and is considered as uniler 
God the originating and efficient cause of the work. The 
building is 28 by 40, founaation of rock—walls of brick.— 
We ahall finielh it in a plain, substantial form. And with 

| the common blessing of God, I hesitate not to ray, this will 
| be done soon. Dear Sir, a bright day hae begun to arise 
over our cause, the cause of evangelical truth, feeling and 
doing in thie state, which ia one of the most inviting in our 
country. New-Jersey was my home, This is our fret re- 
| moval. I know not that any thing would induce me to re- 
turn. My heart panted for the weet when studying ior the 
ministry. But the providence of God planted me early in 
| the central parts of the Presbyterian church. His plan was 
best. Our minds had been in a state of prepartion for the 
west and when my parents from Illinois vieited us in 1828, 
| we decided and came; the goodness of God has been over 
us and my only regret is thag we had not come sooner. Six 
years age, there waa but one Presbyterian minister in this 
state. Now we have fifteen. Many of them are inthe most 
promising country towns. The Christian emigrant can now 
locate himself to great advantage partly of prerent comfort 
and of future prospect, where he may also have his wonted 
Christian privileges. The evil ie of a black loam, eighteen 
inches deep and prodigiously fertile. 1 speak particu- 
larly of the northern coanties. Here emigration is roll- 
ing in beyond what the most sanguine can well conceive. 
The pranies do not he on the water courses, as moet people 
conceive who have never seen them. These are our timber 


where they will have the best 
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lands. The prairies are between the timber, from one t¢ 
six or eight miles, and in places more in width. "Phe prair 
ries are the highest lands. The water courses ‘all head in 
them. The country is perfectly ventilated. From my ob- 
servation in it there is less sickness and fewer deaths here 
in proportion to the number of inhabitants than in my native 
state. Consumptien, that fell destroyer in the east, is but 
little known here, except in patients who brought the seeds 
with them.

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 
Abstract of the Fifth Annual Report. 

The labors of this Society now extend to every state and 
almost every county of our country, and to many fore 
lands ; its publientions have reached hundreds of thousands 
of families, and the Holy Spirit is evidently readering them 
efficacious in the conversion of many souls, 

During the year the Rev. Dr. Staughton and the ven- 
erable Col, Rutgers, two of the Vice-Presidents of the 
Society, have been removed trom the scene of their earth- 
ly labors, 

Since the last anniversary 62 different publications have 
been stereotyped in six different languages, viz: English, 
French, Spanish, German, Malian, and Welsh, making 
the whole number of the Society's 


publications at present 
498 ; and in addition to this, the Committee have printed 
a tract of 110 pages in the Seneca language, and have pre- 
sented it for the use of that tribe. A correspondence has 
alxo been opened with reference to the preparation of tracts 
in the language of the Chippewa Indians, which, with its 
kindred dialects, is spoken very extensively by tribes of In- 
dians north of Dewroit and of the upper settlements on the 
Mississippi. Four tracts have also been approved by the 
Committee in the Tamul language, and an appropriation 
of money has been mad 

in distribu 

Mediterranean, ten of this Society's publica 

translated into Modern Greek, twelve imo Italian, and 
eleven into Armeno- Turkish. 

An active friend of the Society having offered to bear a 
part of the expense of stereotyping and perpetuating Bun- 
yan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, the publishing Committee have 
unanimously approved of that admirable work, and it will 
he stereotyped as soon as the requisite funds for perpetua- 
ting it shall be obtained. 

The Committee express their deep and continued sense of 
the goodness of God in leading his children to adopt as a 
fundamental principle of the Society, the union of evan- 
gelical Christians of different denominations. ‘The 
practical result has been most happy. The members of 
the publishing Committee have nnitormly and unanimously 
desived that those truths may be circulated which God 
shail render effectual in breaking the stubborn heart of 
men, and bringing them into a wiiling allegiance to Jesus 
Christ. 

The Rev. Dr. Milnor, of the publishing Committee, having 
sailed for England, with the intention of spending several 
months in that countey, has been commissioned to represent 
this Society at the anniversary meeting of the London Re- 
ligious Tract Society; and is authorised to procere such 
poblications and information as will aid the Socie ty in its 
future operations. The Rev. Mr. lell of Philacelphia, 
occupies his place in the publishing Committee during hia 
absence.

GENERAL UNION FOR THE OBSERVANCE OF 
THE SABBATH. 
Abstract of the Second Annual Report. 


The Report commences with a notice of the death of the 
Rev. Matthias Bruen, the late corresponding Secretary of 
the Society, an ardent friend of the Sabbath, and a devoted 
minister of Christ. Of the first annual report, which was 
from his pen, 5000 copies were printed and distributed in 
various parts of our country, aud have been the means, as 
the committee trust, of producing a salutary impression upon 
the minds of many. 

The removal from the constitution at the last anniversary 
of the article in whieh the members pledged themselves to 
discourage specific modes of breaking the S tbbath, and to 
patronize those who honor it, the committee think has given 
very general satisfaction, Experience has shown that the 
main principles of the General Union ave wise ; that in its 
collective capacity the Society should abstain from all eoer- 
cive measures, interferi with the occ upations of their fel- 
low citizens; and should aim at) influenc ing and reforming 
solely by example, arguments and prayer. 

The receipts of the Society during the year have been in- 
sufficient to defray the expense of printing the last annual 
report. Only six auxiliaries have been officially reported 
the past year, the whole number heing 26, viv: 4 in Massa- 
chusetts, Lin Vermont, 8 in Connecticut, 5 in New York, 
2in New Jersey, 7 i Peansylyania, 1 in Virginia, 1 in 
Tennessee, and Zin Ohio. ~ 

Tiomediately after the tet anniversary, the Executive 
Commitiee, at their first me eting, appointed the Rev. Drs. 
Pulwards, Sharp, and Fisk, Agests of the General Union. 
After a deliberate consideration of the subject, these gen. 
tlemen deemed it their duty to decline accepting the ap- 
portent, After the death of the Corresponding Seereta- 
ry, the committee made choice of the Rew. Charles Pr. ML. 
vaine, and on lis declining, fron the multiplicity of his ea- 
gugements, the committee appointed him agent, ‘io the hope 
that he would devote his whole time te the duties of the of- 
fice. After prayertul deliberation, this gentleman believed 
itncembent on him net to acc ept the appomtnent. The 
committee next selected the Rev. Dr. Bangs, and enter- 
tamed vo expectation that he would wecept, but

Money refunded. 

A portion of the receipts of the year, consists of money 
refunded by former beneficiaries. The income from this 
source for obvious reasons is sinall at present. The follow- 
tog sums have been refunded since the system of entire loan 
was adopted in 1826: a larger sum may be expected in fu- 
ture years: for the year ending May, 1827, £90 00; May, 
1828, $816 00; May, 1829, $830 91; May, 1830, 1,087 84. 
Total, $2,824 45. 

General Permanent Fund. 

The whole amount of this fund at the last quarterly meet- 
ing was $26,842 35. The Board, taking into view the 
great demands upon the treasury at the present time, and 
having ascertained that a part of the fund was still subject 
to their disposal, directed that $6,842 35, be transferred 
to the current fund. By this measure, the general perma- 
nent fund of the Socie y is reduced to $20,000, and the 
debt of the Society is by the same operation, reduced to 
$8,347 91. 

Western Agency. 

A Board of agency has been established during the past 
year, at Cincinnati, to superintend the operations of the 
Society in the Western states, and the Rev, Franklin Y. 
Vail appointed Secretary. Mr. Vail entered upon his la- 
bors in November last. From fifty to one hundred young 
men, it is expected, will soon commence a course of study. 
Very liberal contributions have been made to support them, 
especially by a number of churches in Cincinnati. Mr. 
Vail states in a letter just received that “twelve temporary 
echolarships have been secured in’ the city, and hopes that 
the number will he increased to fifteen in a few days, and 
ultimately to twenty.’’ .

MISCELLANEOUS. 


CONVENTION OF TEACHIERS, 
The Convention at Worcester on the 13th of April, if 
we may judge from a long report in the Yeoman, must have 
heen useful to those who attended, and will have great in- 


fluence in promoting general education. Its purpose was, 


**to ascertain the defects, and devise the means of improv- 
ing our Common Schools.” The Rev. Mr. Allen of North- 
borough was Chairman ; and Danie! Stone Esq. of Wor- 
cester, Secretary. 

On the present condition of Common Schools, addresses 
were made by the Rev. Messrs. Going and Hill of Worces- 
ter, Mr. Jolinson of Princeton, and the Chairman. Besides 
many acknowledgments of their importance and utility, the 
speakers pointed out their inefficiency. Among the causes 
of this, were named a wrong selection of schoel books; a 
want of sufficient interest on the subject in the community ; 
a want of qualification on the part of the instructers ; a 
wrong method of imparting instruction; a wrong construc. 
Uon of the school room. These topics were brought before 
the meeting, and discuasions of great interest grew out of 
them. Committees were appointed to examine and point 
out the remedies of these defects. 

At an adjourned meeting, the Rev. Mr. Allen made an 
interesting report on the subject of school hooks: stated the 
defects of many in common use, and recommended in part 
a selection which his own observation and the experience 
of many teachers present had proved most useful. This 
was recommitted with instructions to report a more tull 
course at a future meeting. 

The next subject brought before the meeting, was the in- 
fluence of Lyceums on schools and education generally. 
Mevars. Wilder of Charlton, and Holbrook of Boston, on 
this subject made some interesting remarks. ‘The great in- 
fluence of Lyceumsa, it is believed is not yet fully un lerstood. 
They are adapted to supply a wantin the community which 
our schools and academies do not. Even female Lyceums, 
it was maintained, might be established in every town, anil 
by familiar lectures and mutual instruction, every town 
might educate its own teachers. 

A report was then made by Rev, Mr. Going, from the 
committee on improved methods of imparting instruction, es- 
pecially on the infant school system, & its adaptation to pri- 
mary schools ingeneral. The merits of this system were dis- 
cussed, and its advantages strongly urged. Detailed ac. 
counts were given by sever il gentlemen, especially by H. 
Stebbins, Esq. of Brookfield, of common schools in’ which 
this mode of instruction had been introduced. [ta success 
had been swiking. Tt was strongly arged that portions of 
the infant school apparatus should be introduced into all 
our primary schools, and finally recommen ted by the follow. 
ing vote: “ Resolved, That this Convention strongly re- 
commend to all the primary schools in’ the County to pro- 
cure a portion of infant school apparatus, and a set of geo- 
logical specimens to increase their interest and usefulness,’” 

Profitable remarks were also made by several gentlemen 
on improvements which might be mace in the higher schools, 
Apparatus, illustrative of natural science, should be intro- 
duced there ; but net so fir as to preclile the necessity of 
hard and patient stady on the part of the scholar.—A regis- 
ter like that which is used in the schools in) Worcester, 
which should exhibit a daily account of the condact of the 
pupils, both good and bad, was recommended to all the 
scliwols, 

A committee on the means of improving the education of 
teachers was early appointed by this Conrention, which 
cmomittee, by their chairman, E, Washburn, Esq. report- 
ed that it was expedient to form a County Asseetation for 
the iaprovement of popular education. The object: of the 
aseociation being principally to afford Cicilities for the bet- 
ter education of teachers. It is well Known, that a school 
for the education of teachers had been strongly recommend- 
ed by the Governor, and that the subject has been repeat- 
edly brought befure our Legislature without effect. The 
object of this association is, as fur as may he, to provide 
this by voluntary effort. A Constitution was reported avd 
adopted, and the following gentlemen were chosen officers 
of the Association for the ensuing year: President, Rev. 
Jonathan Going. Vice President, Rev. Joseph Allen. Ree. 
Secretary, Mr. Aatheny Chase. Cor. Secretary, Eueory 
Warhbarn, Esq.  Divectors, Gen. Salem Towne, Rev. 

Alonzo Hill, Heman Stebbins, Esq. Rev. John Nelson, Ira 
Barton, Esq., Caleb Hayward, Exq., Joseph Willard, Esq. 

It waa then resolved that the President, Vice President, 
Secretaries, and Directors, constitute an executive commit- 
tee, to carry into effect the recommendation in the report 
on education of teachers, by taking measures to procure 
Lectures and other evitable instruction for teachers the en- 
suing autumn, at such time and place and for sucha period 
as they shall deem expedient. It is now hoped that we 
shall soon have in the midst of us an institution for the ed- 
ucation of teachers; for which instructers may go prepared 
for their work ; carrying with them an acquaintance with 
the best system and the best means of carrying it into effect. 

During the week of the session of the Convention, several 
interesting and instructive lectures on geology and natural 
philosophy, and explanatory of the apparatus for infant 
schools, were delivered by Mr. J. Holbrook. Animated 
und able addresses were made by Governor Lincola, and 
other distinguished gentlemen from different parts of the 
County. The several schools in Worcester were visited, 
and the system there adopted, tully explained. On the 
whole, the week was one of great interest to the friends of 
popular education, aad the interest remained unabated to the 
enl. A deep impression was felt that the siate of the coun. 
munity demands a better course of educ tion; that great 
defects exist; that much ought to be done and sumething 
may be done to remedy them.

When the more respectable of the theatre- 
going have become disgusted with the corrupting 
scenes which invariably present themselves at the 
theatre, and wholly withdraw from their patron- 
age, then the abandoned and dissolute will still re- 
sort thither for purposes of beastly gratification. 
It therefore would appear to be a subject, properly 
coming within the province of municipal regula- 
tions. Ought not the municipal authorities in ev- 
ery city where there isa theatre, to institute in- 
quiries respecting the efleets of such establishments 
on public morals, and devise means for their 
utter abolishment, if they are found incapable of 
being converted to a public good? If theatres can 
| be made to answera valuable purpose to the com- 
munity, without at the same time tending to pub- 
| lic injury, all that we would contend for, would be 
to havea sufficient eflort made by the proper au- 
thorities to bring about the change. But if this 
cannot be done, and we doubt whether it can, we 
shall insist upon it that they ought to be put down, 
Nothing cancome more appropriately within the 
province of the municipal authorities, than those 
measures necessary to guard the foundation, on 
which all our useful institutions are based. And 
what, we would ask, is that foundation, but pub- 
lic virtue? Whena wise man ascertains, that an 
insidious stream has turned from its wonted chan- 
nel, and is undermining the foundation of his dwel- 
ling, he sets himself to the work of tracing it to its 
source, that he may give ita diflerent direction,and 
thus prevent his house from falling into ruins. Se 
vigilent, should the guardians of the public weal be, 
in tracing to their proper sources those vices and 
abominations, which are threatening to lay in ru- 
insour beautiful institutions, that none of them 
should be allowed to exist, without deteetion, and 
the proper measures taken to annihilate thein, And 
the people ought to see, that the guardianship of 
their interests is entrusted in proper hands,

SLAVERY IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


This subject came up incidentally in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Tuesday, pending the discussion of the bill 
which provides for the punishment of crime in the said 
District. The question whether the provisions of the bill 
should be extended to slaves in the same manner as to free- 
men, gave rise to a long debate in which the affirmative 
was advocated by Messrs. Test, Powers, A. Spencer, Tay- 
lor and Peirce, and the negative by Messrs. Polk, Haynes, 
Bouldin, Washington, and Mercer. The yeas and nays 
being called for, the result: was as follows: for the exten- 
sion 88, against it, 73. ‘Those in the negative were in gen- 
eral representatives of slave-holding states ; and opposed 
the extension principally on the grounds that whipping was 
a better mode of pnnishing slaves than imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary—that the imprisonment of slaves would neces- 
sarily deprive their masters of their services for the time be- 
ing, and might be an inducement to the commission of 
ermne, for the very purpose of being placed under durance 
in the Penitentiary. Those in the affirmative appear to 
have opposed such diserimination in the mode of punishment 
from motives of humanity, as well a8 from a desire to see 
equal justice administered to all. After the above vote 
however, on motion of Mr. Haynes, 4n exception was made 
in respect to one particular crime (79 w 69) leaving ita 
penitentiary offence in the case of free persons, and death in 
that of slaves. Mr. Haynes then moved a further amend- 
ment, making ita penitentiary offence in the care of fre 
white persons only, and death in all other cares. This 
amendment was rejected, Ayes 54, Noes 66. Mr. J.S. 
Barbour, and afier hin Mr. Drayton, submitted their ol jec- 
tions to the bill, on account of the provisions relative to 
shives, which they sail were calculated to affeet the condi- 
tion of ** that property ’? in the adjoining States.—'T'wo at- 
tempts were nade to give the bill its quietus by laying it on 
the table, but without saccess , a large majority, in both 
houses, voting against the motion. 

Mr. Semmes then moved an additional section, provid- 
ing that nothing contained in the bill should apply to 
slaves not residents of the Vistriet of Columbia; but that 
such slaves should be punished according to the laws as they 
now exist; which amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Barringer next: moved an amendment in the 4th sec- 
tion, the vubstance of which except slaves from 
penitentiary punishment, for offences fur which the pun- 
ishment now i whipping; which amendment prevailed, 
69 w il. 

Afier some discussion, the further consideration of the 
bill was postponed ull Thursday.
